MERE TALK AT PRESENT. 


HILE REPORTS that the League Council propose 

to bring pressure to bear on Japan by a temporary 

severance of diplomatic relations and, in the absence of 

the desired effect, by the imposition of an economic 

boycott, are distinctly premature, it was admitted at 

Geneva yesterday that such measures have been discuss- 
ed “in different capitals.” 

Proposals on these lines have gone no further than 
talk, though Japan’s clear. refusal to.take the steps 
urged upon her by the League has created a bad im- 
pression. aes : 

A lengthy explanation by the Japanese Ministry 
for War of the heavy fighting in the region of the Nonni 
River has been issued. 


TOKYO'S EXPLANATION OF NONNI 
RIVER FIGHTING. 


Geneva, Oct. 8. 

It was stated this afternoon that 
an exchange of views 

‘instituted between the President 
and members of the League Coun- 
cil on the subject of withdrawing 
foreign diplomatic representatives 
in Tokyo, in view of Jnpan’s con- 
tinued failure to comply with the 
Council's resolutions. 

It is believed that this will be the 
decision arrived at when the Coun- 
‘cll next meets, after which it will 
adjourn for a week or ten days in 
order to note the effect of such a 
demonstration. 


Wf the withdrawal of diplomatic 
officints fails to induce the Japanese 
to: change their attitude, [t ts 
posnible that the Council will meet 
again to proclaim o boycott against 
Japan, invoking either Article 11 of 
the Covenant, upon which China 
bases her appeal to the League, or 
Article 16.

MOB ATTACKSAFTER DARK 

-Aceording to these reports, the disturbances broke 
out at about half past ten last night when a mob of be- 
tween one and two thousand launched a totally un- 
expected attack on Chinese -police stations in the 
Chinese city, on the borders of the Japanese Concession. 


The Chinese authorities immediately despatched a 
report of the outbreak to Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang, 
in Peking, who issued orders for the despatch of an 
armoured train to Tientsin. 


Clashes between the mob and the police arg believed to 
have resulted in cagualties on both sides. 


MOB REPULSED BY POLICE. 


The objectives of the rabble are believed to have been 
the police stations, the: Governor’s residence and the railway 
station, but latest information available is to the effect that 
their repeated attacks have all been repulsed by armed 
Chinese police. .No Chinese troops’ have, so far, been called 
‘into action. ; 


Chinese reports of the affair state that the mob was led by 
& Japanese, that it’ collected in the japanese Concession and 
rushed into Chinese territory. - ; . 

The Chinese fear that the disturbances have been engineered 
‘as a prelude to the Japanese occupation of Tientsin.—Reutor.

“We now come to the main 
charge—that of persistent cruelty. 
In considering it the authorities 
laid down first that in these cases 
sorroboration of the wife's evi- 
dence is necessury and second that 
the eryelty alleged must endanger 
the wife’s life, limb or general 
health or must be of such a 
nature, so as to make Sife un- 
bearable for her. As rogards the 
firat point the most. striking 
feature of the cage is the scanty 
corroboration of complainant’s 
allegations.: She has to depend 
partly on defendant’s admissions 
and partly on the evidence ob- 
tained by subpoena of her own 
mother and sister. 

“Under this rule the striking in 
Shanghai six weeks before the 
second child was born, the allega- 
tion of venereal discase, and the 
allegation of frequent drunken- 
ness are all excluded as ontirely 
without corroboration.

CHINA’S PROBLEMS. 


To the realist in politics the 
spectacle of the long delay in the 
negotiations between the Nanking 
and Canton parties is amazing. 
China is faced with the most de 
licate external situntion she has en- 
countered since 1909. Part of her 
territory is overrun with the troops 
of another power. Far-reaching 
complications are possible at any 
Moment, and in a few days time 
the world will be presented witha 
most dificult situation for the de- 
termination of which China should 
be able to speak with a certain and 
united voice. It is a situation 
which. if Japan maintains her pre- 
sent attitude, may-involve China in 
ulmost immediate hostilities, the 
pursuit of which will require the 
continued, attention of the beat 
minds in the country. Yet, at this 
critical moment, the Kuomintang 
delegates have ‘chosen to raise and

Entalling a heavy loss of life, 
a fire broke out shortly before four 
o'clock yesterday morning at) No 
42-Pottinger Street, a three-storey 
building within.c distance of 
the Central Police Station. . 

Originating, It is believed, in a 
basement below the carpenter's shop 
on the ground floor, the fire was 
intense from the start. Early on, 
the atalrease became involved, and 
finding their escape inte the street 
cut off, the occupants of the two 
upper floors sougnt exit through 
a trap door set in the roof A num.’ 
ber escaped, sume with serious” in- 
jurica, but six others who lagged 
bchind, in some cases to resche 
precious belongings, were overcome 
by smoke and subsequently burnt 
to death, Their budies were after- 
wards found by firemen grouped 
about the foot of the ladder with 
traces of ‘their belongings.

The outbrenk called for extra- 
ondinary ‘work from Police and 
firemen, situated as the building 
was in a crowded quarter and with 
the additional danger next door of 
a shop licensed to sell flrearms and 
in which it was known were some 
60,000 rounds of amunition, The 
fire was howevgr almost wholly con- 
fined to the building first involved 
and it did not sprend to the urms 
store, : 

A lighted cigarette-end, inad- 
vertently dropped through a yrat- 
ing into the basement, where saw 
dust perculating through the chinks 
of the floor boards in the carpen- 
ter’s Bhop above, had aécumulated 
it thought to have been the origin 
of this very disastrous fire. 

The contents of the carpenter's 
shop ig believed to be covered by 
insurance to the extent of $2,000. 
Confirmation of this his not been 
available owing to’ the proprietor 
being away in Maeao, The build- 
ing is understood to be the property

The mechanteal detector is an in- 
strument which can be placed in 
the street and will indicate to ob- 
servers places where wireless: re- 
ceiving sets ave in operation, 

Asa result of these activities a 
quarter of ‘a million new licences 
have been taken out in the , past 
month and 350 prosecutions are in 
progress as a result of the tour of 
the detector vans fn London. 

Plans are now being made for a 
similar drive in the — provinces, 
which should net a further sum in 
licence fees to be shared by the 
Post.

Tho ‘Japanese 
called on M. Briand and handed 
him Japan's reply to M. Briand’s 
Note of September 30.—Reuter. 

The'text of the Note is available 
through the courtesy of the 
Japanese Consul General in Hong- 
kong. [t is as follows: 

I have the honour to acknow- 
ledgo the receipt of Your Exccl- 
loncy's Note of October 29, in 
which you were so good as to make 
certain observations on the de- 
elaration of the Japanese Govern- 
ment of. October 26, in connexion 
with the Manchurian incident. 

Having referred to Tokyo your 
communication under  acknow- 
ledgment I am now charged to 
assure you that my Government 
havo submitted it to their moat 
serious consideration and that they 
highly appreciate your sympathe- 
tic concern in the present situa- 
tion in the intereat of inter- 
national peace and good  under- 
standing. 5 ‘ 

I am further instructed to ex- 
press the entire concurrence of my 
Government in Your ‘Excellency’s 
remark that the resolution adopted 
by the Council of the Lengue of 
Nations on September 30, remains 
in full force and effect. The 
Japanese Government are deter- 
mined to carry it out in letter and 
in spirit and they reaffirm their 
earnest desire to proceed to the 
withdrawal of Japanese troops to 
the railway zone with a minimum 
of delay, 

But the resolution,of September 
30 consecrates the principle that 
effective security must at the same 
time be assured for the lives and 
property of Japanese subjects; 
and in the state of tension which 
at present wnfortunately existe, it 
is not possible to hope that the 
withdrawal of the Japanese forces 
would immediately give place to a‘ 
regime of settled peace and order 
under Chinese auspices. 

Japan and China would simply 
be exposed to a speedy recurrence 
of untoward incidents. There 
can be no security for forelgn 
residents where hostile agitation | 
‘Against them Is allowed to proceed; 
and whero efficient protection to 
them in their peaceful pursuite is 
denied by local nuthorities, or 
where their treaty rights are ays- 
tematically ignored. 

Having regard to actual condi- 
tions in Manchuria the Japanese 
Government have regretfully been 
brought to the conclusion that the 
dangers involved in the precfpitate 
recall of Japanese troops cuulil 
not be averted by measures of 
supervision such nr are recom- 
mended In the proposed reso.ution 
of Octoher 24, referred to in Your 
Excellency’s note under review. 

It is pointed out in your Note

ft Ufc-bont in very heavy soas, 


that the first ‘four points of tha 
five fundamental principles men- 
tioned in the Japanese declaration 
of October 26 are virtually em- 
bodied in the proposition of Octo- 
ber 24. Your Excellency, however, 
will no doubt perceive that the 
terms of that proposition are not 
sufficiently explicit or comprchen- 
aive to cover the full‘ implications 
of the four points in question, 

As regards the fifth point, viz: a 
Kunrantee of respect for Japanese 
treaty rights in Manchuria, the 
terms of the letter addressed to 
you on October 24 by the Chinese 
representative seem to give rise to 
doubt whether it is in the con- 
templation of the Chinese Govern- 
ment to call in question | the 
validity of some of the trenties 
constituting the basic embodiment 
of relations between Japan and 
China. It may be needless to state 
that the Japanese Government 
could not for a moment entertain 
such a contention. Nothing can 
be more destructive of established 
order of the whole world than to 
permit any power to challenge the 
binding force of treaties concluded 
with all the solemnity of inter- 
national usuages. 

The Japanese Government trust 
that they have made it clear that 
the five fundamental principles 
mentioned in the Japanese de- 
claration of October 26 are no 
more than:those that are com- 
monly observed in intercourse of 
ordered communities with one an- 
other, Unless and until an 
arrangement {s reached between 
Japan and China on a basis of 
those principles, no measure of 
security for Hves and property of 
Jananere subiects sufficient to 
enable the withdrawal of Japan- 
ose troops to the railway zone, can 
possibly be assured, The Japanese 
Government believe: that tho 
course of procedure now indicated 
is In entire agreement with the 
resolution of the Council of Sep- 
tember 30. 

It is far from their thoughts to 
insist on a final adjustment of the 
whole series of pending questions 
between Japun and China as a 
condition precedent to the with- 
drawal of the troops, All that they 
urge upon China for. the present 
is a frank recognition by direct 
negotiations between the two 
parties, of the fundamental prin- 
ciples that ‘should govern the 
normal relations between any two 
nations. .
